ITALIANS TAKE TWO

GENEVA, July 15—Ths Itallans have
captured two milea of Austrian trenches
In the Carnle Alps, according lo & dia-
petch recelved from Villuch, an Austrian
town on the River Drave, 52 milés north-
west of Lalbach

The Alpine troops, ths advices sy,
dragged thelr artillery to tha heights near
Roskatel, which Is situated at ay alti-
tude of 6800 feet

The Itallans nlso are sald to have cap-
tured two Important forts south of
Gorizla

Private advices describs the battle of
the Isonzo River as the greatest fought
as yet on the Itallan front, the attacks of
the Ttalians being almost Incessant and
most determined.

The bridgehead of Gorizia has suf-
fered greatly from the bombardment of
the Itallans, who seam resolute to carry
ths position at whatever coat In order
to davelop the operations on the east
slde of the river. The whole front along
the line Is strewn with thousands of
dead. The mountain slopes are also
spotted with the bodles of attacked and
defendars alike

The new ltallan offansive sesms to de-
velop all along the froat in Tyrel, Carnis
and the Trentino.

A naw device has been adopled by the
Austrians. The peaks and high alopes
of thse mountains have betn fortified.
and the men are under cover behind
rocks and great atones built up all
around. When attacked by great masses
from below they blow up thess fortified
positions mo that the boulders roll down
on the oncoring enemy llke an ava-
lanche.

Toduy’'s ofMcin]l report from the French
War Office admite that the Germans have
fucceeded in maoking o new gain in the
Argonne, but also announces the capture
by French troopa of a line of trenches In
Lthe district north of Arras.

The little forest of Boaurein, In the
Argonne, han been the scens of desperate
fighting for 21 houwrs. It was captured
from the Germans by the French troops
Wednesday, but last night the Germans
regained thelr lost ground by a flerce
conntar-atinck,

The text of the officlal communlque fol-
lows:

““There was considerable activity durs
Ing the night in the reglon to ths north
of Arras, To the south of the Chateau
de Cearleul we captured a line of German
trenches. Around Neuville, St. Vasst and
the Labyrinth’ lust night's confllcts were
with grenndes.

“In the Argonne the conflict was lim-
